r3PWe copy from the New York Tri- 


bune of the 13th inst., the following item o: 
intelligence, relating to the new Naval Sta- 
tion about being established at the South:- 


"Secretary Toucey, after a careful con- 


sideration of the subject, proposals, &c., has 
agreed to purchase eyhty acres of land in 
Blythe Island, Ga. for the erection of a new 
Naval Depot. 
The price lixed upon for the 


land is One Hundred and filty thousand 
dollars." 


Only One Hundred and fifty thousand 


dollars— that's all, for eighty acres of Sandy 
land on the Southern coast of the State of 
Georgia. That is at, and after the rate of 
1875 dollars per acre, and not for the who'e 
Island, but only a part of some insignificant 
little sand bar, which hardly any one out o1 


sight of it ever heard of. 
We know there 


are certain islands on this section of the 
coast, like Sapelo and St. Simon's, which 
are valuable to their proprietors for the 
production of Sea island cottons, but the 
value of even these is to be attributed 
more to the negroes who work upon the 
plantations, than to the land itself. 
It can 


hardly be presumed that the Government 
have purchased any negroes in the above 
bargain, yet we cannot account for this ex- 
orbitant price upon any other principle, for 
we will venture to assert, that the whole 
coast on the Atlantic, from the St. Croix in 
the North East, to Flo rida Cape in the S. 
and thence along the shores of the Gulf ol 
Mexico to the Rio Grande, and we shall not 
be able to find, on island or main land, 
eighty acres of land, of any quality, which 
by itself, could in a contract between one 
man and another be sold for one quartei 
! the' price "Which Mr. Secretory has agreed to 


pay for this eighty acres on Blythe Island. 
Uncle- Samuel has a deep pocket, we wel 
know, and it ought to be deep. 


His deep pocket happens at this tim e to 


be well filled with the yellow boys, this 
ought likewise to be the case in view ofsuch 
extravagant expenditures. 
But how long 


will it be, if money is squandered after this 
f'-.-hion, before the deep jacket is emptied. 
and the Tariff undergo another revision to 
increase the revenue ? 


But there is another view of this matter 


Tne Charleston Mercury (good authority we 
should think,) publishes the following : — 


"In Brunswick, Geo., the British Brig 


Lion, in getting under way on 
Wednesday 


last, caught her keel in the mud, having 
seven and a half fathom under her bow. — 
She was severely strained, and filled with 
water." 


This Brunswick is the point of Coast or 


spot fixed upon for the new Naval Station. 
It is a small port some 75 or 80

South of Savannah, and in the vicinity o 
which, if any where, is to be found the 80 
acres of land on Blythe Island, for which the 
snug little sum of One Hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars, has been, or is to be, paid.

GENERAL^ NEWS. 


Correspondence of the News. 


NEW YOHK, May 14, 1857. 


Somewhere between 30 and <10 distinct 


Bible, Tract, Missionary, Anti Slavery and 
other associations, city State and National- 
—arc holding their annual meetings here 
during the week—say an average of half a 
dozen per day. The places of mcctin .• are 
widely scattered, but mostly among the va- 
rious churches up and down the city, 
So 


far as I have had the opportunity of observ- 
ing, the meetings are largely attended, and 
many eloquent and popular Speakers are 
engaged—including not a few from other 
and even distant cities. 


That the various moral, religious and 


philanthropic organizations, whose anniver- 
saries arc now in progress, have exerted a 
wide and potent influence upon the world, 
must be conceded by all intelligent minds; 
and that their influence has, on the whole, 
been la.gely beneficial, is quite as certain.— 
But comparatively few of the community 
arc, I susp:ct, aware how widely extended 
and expensive are the operations of these 
Societies—the receipts o the 
Presbyterian 


Board of Missions, for the past year, being 
upwards of Two Hundred Thousand dollars 
—those of the American Hoard of Commis- 
sioners for Foreign Missions above Two 
Hundred Thousand— and those of the 
American Tract Society rea' hing the enor- 
mous aggregate of Four Hundred and 
Twenty Thousand dollars. 
And .the ex- 


penditures of these bodies are in general 
quite as large as their receipts—often larger. 
The total income of 14 of the principal So- 
cieties for the past year has been $1,278,- 
328, (one million two hundred and seventy- 
eight thousand three hundred and twenty- 
eight dollars;)—total expenditures $1,310,- 
049, or 821,721 over the receipts. 


The Hon. Thos. J. Oakley, Chief Justice 


of the Superior Court, one o'f the oldest and 
ablest judicial officers in the State, died at 
his residence in this city on Monday eve- 
ning, after a short illness. 
He was formerly 


Attor ey General of the State, subsequent- 
ly a member of Congress, and finally one of 
the Judges of the Supreme Court for nearly 
thirty years past. 
As a magistrate, he pos- 


sessed rare and admirable qualities, and his 
departure has produced a deep and general 
sensation. 
His age was 74 or thereabouts.
